A.  Consideration  of  Supplemental  Budget  Request 

Mr.  Murphy  presented  and  summarized  a proposal  for 
a supplemental  appropriation  to  provide  funds  for  a new 
1706  Telephone  Operator,  changes  in  telephone  service, 
and  use  of  employees  cars.  The  total  amount  of  the  sup- 
plemental appropriation  would  be  $6,457.85. 

After  discussion  it  was  moved  by  Commissioner  Newman, 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Rueda  and  carried  unanimously  that 
the  Committee  recommend  to  the  full  Commission  that  the 
supplemental  appropriation  be  requested. 

B.  Discussion  of  General  Nature  of  Budget  & Work  Program 
for  next  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  Murphy  recommended  that  no  significant  changes 
be  made  in  the  Department's  budget  until  a new  Director 
has  been  employed.  At  that  point,  the  Commission  may 
wish  to  submit  a supplemental  budget  request.  Mr.  Murphy 
then  called  on  Mr.  Williams  and  Mr.  Steele  to  discuss  the 
type  of  work  program  which  each  is  contemplating  for  the 
next  fiscal  year.  Mr.  Williams  reported  that  he  intends 
to  request  $25,000  for  consultants  to  assist  the  staff 
in  preparation  of  a Health  Facilities  Plan,  although  it 
is  hoped  that  some  Federal  funds  can  be  obtained  for  that 
purpose .

The  Staff  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  was  represented  by 
Dean  L.  Macris,  Director  of  Planning;  R.  Spencer  Steele,  Assistant 
Director- Implementation  (Zoning  Administrator);  George  A.  Williams, 
Assistant  Director  - Plans  and  Programs;  and  Lynn  E.  Pio,  Secretary. 


No  one  was  present  in  the  audience. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Porter  at  12:00  Noon. 

The  Director  compared  the  Department  of  City  Planning's  budget  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  with  its  budget  for  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
noting  that  actions  taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  reducing  funds 
for  contractual  services  and  materials  and  supplies,  and  the  "unfunding" 
of  permanently  budgeted  positions  had  resulted  in  a situation  in  which 
the  current  budget  is  only  $3,681  more  than  last  year.  He  indicated 
that  his  predisposition  with  regard  to  the  budget  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  was  to  request  that  the  "unfunded"  positions  be  re-instated  and 
that  other  accounts  be  increased  to  enable  the  department  to  acquire 
equipment  needed  for  greater  efficiency,  to  place  some  of  its  important 
records  on  microfilm,  to  purchase  an  additional  automobile,  and  to  seek 
unified  office  space. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  indicated  their  general  support  of 
the  proposals  made  by  the  Director.  Chairman  Porter  suggested  that  it 
might  be  better  to  ask  for  additional  funds  to  reimburse  employees  for 
use  of  their  own  cars  than  to  purchase  another  car  for  the  department. 
She  also  suggested  that  it  might  be  possible  to  express  the  need  for 
unified  office  space  in  the  new  budget  without  necessarily  requesting 
all  of  the  funds  which  would  be  needed  for  that  purpose.  The  Committee 
indicated  that  it  would  look  favorably  on  a budget  submission  approx- 
imately 10%  higher  than  the  present  budget  of  the  Department.

b.  Amending  Section  8.300  to  provide  that  positions  of  heads  of 
departments,  assistant  heads  of  departments  and  heads  of  major 
bureaus,  not  specifically  exempted  by  other  provisions  of  the 
Charter,  shall  be  exempted  from  Civil  Service  provisions  of  the 
Charter,  the  total  number  not  to  exceed  1%  of  total  number  of 
authorized  positions  in  annual  budget.
